Used a Butternut pair some Field Days ago. Did not work too well without a 
radial set, even though mounted to a metal fence in the main direction(s) 


desired. But it did radiate, (from the top of a hill!) 


A friend has used Butternut with a radial set from them: ‘found it pretty hard 


to tune up, but works as well as any ground fed vertical can once you do tune 
up. Band width on 80M narrow, like most quarter wave verticals. About 60 
kHz, if memory serves. Feed point is close to ground, if ground mounted, 
increasing ground loss. 


I had a Hy Gain 18 AVT vertical, and it was tried without radials, elevated 
about 8 feet on a grounded tower section. Not spectacular in results, but 
some DX contacts made on 20M and up. ( Did not have room where it was mounted 
to run radials, as it was on edge of structure.) 


Finally bought the Gap Titan. Really a joy to put together, no tuning 
adjustment needed. I set it to their dimensions and put it on a six foot mast 
to slightly elevate it. Set it in the clear in the middle of the back yard. 
It does not use or need radials, it is a dipole, that is vertical, and fed 
above the base end, at about half its length. (A dipole functions without 
radials since it contains the two parts of the antenna fundamental structure 
where a quarter wave vertical only has one element.) Feeding above the 
physical bottom lowers ground loss, and lowers noise pickup by the coax, if 
sleeved inside the lower vertical tubing element. 


It comes with its own counterpoise "wheel," (or inverted capacity hat as I 
call it). This structure is what resonates the whole on 40M. Works like a 
champ with full band coverage (more than Butternut can do), 40M and up! 


The full band coverage of a Titan is also its advantage over the R7000 or R7 
and the MFJ models. On 80M, the Titan has a wider bandwidth than advertised. 
You specify at time of order, a 100 kHz segment of 80M, and get a fixed cap to 
plug in the top tubing. I found the 2:1 points for this were wider than 100 
kHz, which was welcome news. In place of possible inductor loss of coils, you 
have linear decouplers, that are lengths of open parallel line made of 
aluminum tubing which is low loss, and bigger diameter than coil wire of the 
Butternut. 


Both antennas have a lot of aluminum. Linear decouplers may not be less 
noticeable than open aluminum coils of the HF9. But, for my money, what got 
my attention was the full band coverage of the Gap Titan on 40M and all higher 
bands, as well as its WARC coverage. 


I have enjoyed excellent DX on 40M SSB 50 W and QRP. It holds the failing 
band when 20M closes, again on SSB even with low power. 

It gave a great deal of fun in a contest using only 2W SSB of the Ten Tec 505. 
It is a heavy antenna for one person to erect, so help is needed, when it is 
used elevated. But its durability was tested in a couple of wind storms, and 
it survived when next door, full size trees did not. 


My suggestion, is to create a matrix table of features of all verticals. 
Once you have them all on paper, details such as amount of band coverage that 
should be major points, will stand out and ease your decision. One axis is 


brands and models and the other are the features like length, where fed, 
weight, traps vs. linear decoupling, Bands, Band width, etc. 


If you have little money, but a lot of time, see if you can get aluminum to 
create your own multiband vertical dipoles. One could parallel wire elements 
off a tubing vertical dipole for the lowest band of interest. TV standoff 
insulators could be used to space the wires away from a central tubing 
element. Even a wooden mast will support wire elements for a low cost but 
multi band vertical dipole set. This type of antenna works very well, and is 
underutilized in the ham community. I would like to see more homebrewed to 
check out the noise lowering effect of running the coax feed inside the lower 
dipole tube to the elevated feed point. PVC used for electrical conduit, 
(which is UV resistant), could be used for the center insulator if better 
materials are not at hand. 


Time is money, though. But take some time to evaluate not just what Joe X 
got, but all possible choices. You just might be very satisfied with what 
some vertical installations can do. By all means use radials with all quarter 
wave base fed verticals, at least four, if you elevate the thing. More if 
ground mounted. But note recent research shows the radial current does not 
often divide equally among radials, apparently due to local adjacent coupling, 
or earth conditions. It may be possible to run less than quarter wave 
radials. More work is needed in this area, and you could contribute.

Here is a question to the collective "Elmer" known as Qrp-l. 


I'm building my first tranceiver, an NW80/20 for 30 meters, from Dan's 
small parts. The first section is the VFO and of course it doesn't work 
correctly. Let me explain. 


For 30 meters the vfo range is supposed to be 1.85@mhz to 1.900mhz. With 
a 12Mhz crystal filter after the mixer I guess that gives a tuning range 
of 10.100Mhz to 10.150Mhz. 


When I finished this section it oscillated at 1.920Mhz with the trim cap 
at center. The range was only 35Khz, it is supposed to be 50Khz. I could 
not get it below 1.900Mhz with the tune and trim caps at max. (Freq. 
measured with a fluke counter). 


The torroid for the vfo consists of 48 turns of #30 wire on a white core 
(T37-7) with a tap at the last 4 windings. I counted each passing of the 
wire through the core as a turn. I wound it very carefuly making sure 
that the windings were tight and close together. 48 turns filled up the 
inside diameter of the core so the last few windings are doubled up on 
the inside. The windings are fairly even across the outside of the core. 


I double checked the turns on the core, and all the values of the board 
mounted components. I double checked the freq. counter measurements with 
my TS-820s receiver and confirmed them. Could I have wound the torroid 
too tight? 


What determines the freq range of a VFO?

Also 
should help you with your frequency range...if not let us know and we'll go 
back to the drawing board. Might be nice to know values of caps and #of turns 
on what inductor to better help you with specifics if need be.

Hello Fellow Qrpers!! 

Been lots of talk lately about antenna launching devices and I had 
suggested the use of a spud gun. Some of you have asked what a spud gun 
is, and I will tell you right now. 

The spud gun is what the name implies...a gun that shoots 
spuds(potatoes). For about 25 dollars and a little time one can build a 
spud gun capable of launching a line a good 100 to 150 yds. The spud gun 
is built out of 1.5 inch PVC tubing, but can be made for different size 
tubing just as easy. My spud gun looks very similar to a bazooka, and I 
get some strange looks when viewed by the public. 


To get a line over your favorite tree, the first thing one must do is to 
position a fishing pole with a reel loaded with at least #8 mono line 
and put it into the ground aimed at a slight angle toward said tree. 
Make sure catch release is off of the reel( dont waste that spud now!) 
and then tie the line around the spud. Shove spud down tube no more than 
a foot.The further spud goes down barrel the further it will go....I 
have figured about 1'ft for 100' of distance....YEP thats 100 to 1!! My 
barrel is 30" long so spud will travel long way if needed. 


If on the first try you fail to get the line where you want it, just 
retrive the line back and the spud usually follows, reload aim and try 
again. I have found that the spud is usually able to be reused several 


times unless you hit a big branch or the trunk of the tree....then you 
will have smashed potatoes for dinner!! I got my plans off of the 
internet..... have shot it no less than 200 times no problems and really 


like it for getting antennas up in the tall pines of NM! Next best thing 
is to use a sling shot with a one ounce sinker...that works pretty good 
to and is not as noisy...As always, be careful...this thing is powerful. 


Plan to demonstrate unit at Pinetop Feb 6 if Im able to go....Maybe will 
have to sell tickets....to pay for my gas over there HI HI....72, Tom 
WB5QYT..." Have spud will travel!"....PS: propellant used is Aqua Net 
Hair Spray...a one second squirt will do!!!!

b. The FORTRAN source to SPICE2G6 is also under the same directory 
/pub/listserv/qrp-1l/tools and is called spice2g6.tar in tar 
format for UNIX based systems. 


I got SPICE3F4 up and running Thursday morning on two workstations, one 
at home and one at work. This one is written entirely in C and has a 
nifty X11 interface and produces some interesting graphs, which I'll have 
on the web page after the weekend.

Subject: Spud Gun 


>Hello Fellow Qrpers!! 

>Been lots of talk lately about antenna launching devices and I had 
>suggested the use of a spud gun. Some of you have asked what a spud gun 
>is, and I will tell you right now. 

>The spud gun is what the name implies...a gun that shoots 
>spuds(potatoes). For about 25 dollars and a little time one can build a 
>spud gun capable of launching a line a good 100 to 150 yds. The spud gun 
>is built out of 1.5 inch PVC tubing, but can be made for different size 
>tubing just as easy. My spud gun looks very similar to a bazooka, and I 
>get some strange looks when viewed by the public. 

>To get a line over your favorite tree, the first thing one must do is to 
>position a fishing pole with a reel loaded with at least #8 mono line 
>and put it into the ground aimed at a slight angle toward said tree. 
>Make sure catch release is off of the reel( dont waste that spud now!) 
>and then tie the line around the spud. Shove spud down tube no more than 
>a foot.The further spud goes down barrel the further it will go....I 
>have figured about 1'ft for 100' of distance....YEP thats 100 to 1!! My 
>barrel is 30" long so spud will travel long way if needed. 

>If on the first try you fail to get the line where you want it, just 
>retrive the line back and the spud usually follows, reload aim and try 
>again. I have found that the spud is usually able to be reused several 


>times unless you hit a big branch or the trunk of the tree....then you 
>will have smashed potatoes for dinner!! I got my plans off of the

I have a “Launching Kit" from 
Antennas West. 

It consists of a length of slippery, light-weight nylon line, a plastic bucket 
with real slick sides. 

a round fishing weight and a tennis ball with a slit. The nylon line (it's 
really a 1/4" rope) is "draped" 

loosely into the bucket, tied to the bucket handle. The weight is tied to the 
other end. Using the weight 

as a "pendulum," it is hurled upward, and the slick line easily slithers down 
the other side of the tree. 

I have launched wire antennas up to 65-90 feet in trees on my travels. 
Antennas West provides very 

detailed instructions with their launching kit. Oh, yes, the tennis ball can 
be placed over the weight for 

a bit of extra protection. My last number for them was (800) 926-7373

But then again, have 
to be careful about the line fouling on the reel/slingshot once you 
release the reel's wind-up bracket -- in that case, you watch the sinker 
sail off into the blue, gracefully arcing over the tree to some 
undiscoverable nook in the grass.

I bought my first one. I homebrewed a second for a friend. 
And have now homebrewed a third one, that is the best!!! 


Only buy the kit if you don't have much of a junk box. 


Mods.... Well, I prefer manual rit. So get a switch and 
permanently ground the xtal thru a 60 pF cap. Switch in 

the .001 cap for RIT. The beauty of manual rit is you can use 
either switch position to transmit and receive at the other spot! 
Basically extends you frequency coverage. It is nice to note 

the xtal is on its base frequency when grounded thru the .001 cap, 
for FREQ spotting purposes. 


I added 5 milliHenry Ferrite chokes to any jacks (Except the antenna :) 
Do NOT use regular wirewound inductors, they pick up the Broadcast band 
QRM by induction. 


ADD a 250-470 uF bypass electrolytic for pin 6 of the LM386. Otherwise 
you'll get audio problems. OH, make sure the LM386 is getting 
sufficient 

current, a current starved LM386 will otherwise be a great detector 

for your local AM Radio station -- :) 


I built mine using PC Board stock and built the circuit compactly using 
"ugly construction" or "Dead Bug" construction techniques. Also 
shielded 

the oscillator and RF amp sections. 


I later decided to run at 12.7 or so volts from a car battery and 
the LM386 had trouble. I've sinced changed R5 to 500 ohms, put ina 
5.62 Volt zener at pin 6 of the LM386. MUCH BETTER! 


ONE PROBLEM with HAVING a 470 uF cap on pin 6 -- The audio muting diode 
passes the current thru your keying circuit to ground. So I added a 
100 ohm resistor in series with the muting diode and that keeps my 
keying relay from arcing. I'm planning to drive a sidetone with the 
voltage developed across the 100 ohm resistor during key down. We'll 
see... 


Use a .1 uF capacitor at LM386 pin 6 too. I also added the little 
preamp on page 30 in the new QRPp. But you need to put a 1 Kohm 
resistor in the emitter leg. I put a 100 ohm resistor in series with 
the 10 uF cap between pis 1/8 of the LM386 to tame any overdrive 
problems 

too. 


I removed the 33 kOhm bleeder bias resistor in the power amp. 


Ferrite beads and .1 bypass caps in the supply lines to both 
transistors. 


Remember: The current starved LM386 causes many BC interference 
problems. 

Be sure to put that 250 uF or so electrolytic at PIN 6. And if this 
doesnt help your audio, lower R5 a bit. Heck, just experiment! 


It's fun.

Zack, I always read your "stuff" with great interest. Now, you have 
really tickled my interest buds! What is the need/justification for such 
a low-noise amplifier at HF? For receiving functions, isn't the 
conventional wisdom that external noise precludes the need for low-noise 
amplifiers? 


BTW, I am well familiar with 1/f£ noise. Back in 1955-57 I did my 
Master's thesis in EE at MIT on a theoretical system analysis of a 
doppler pulse radar system that used what is now termed "direct 
conversion" instead of normal i-f frequency conversion. As expected, the 
1/f noise from the mixer and video amplifers was the determining factor 
that degraded performance. But, surprisingly, the scheme was feasible 
even back then with the active devices available. I christened the 
architecture the Doppler Intermediate Frequency (DIF) system. 


Zack Lau wrote: 
Anyone had any luck building <0.5 dB NF HF amplifiers? 


The best designs seem to come in around 1 dB--I think 
the available transistors are optimized for VHF/UHF and 
have 1/£ noise problems at HF. By contrast, it isn't 
unusual anymore to have VHF preamps with 0.2 dB noise 
figures.

At 20 wpm and slower, I have trouble copying. Really. I mean, I can DO 
it, but it's uncomfortable for me. Between 20 and 30 wpm I feel like I'm 
sitting around waiting for letters/etc. but I don't get too edgy. At 40 
wpm, I start to get a little challenged on words I don't recognize. 


It's funny. When you look at a page of printed text, it's just letters 
and spaces. However, the familiarity with groups of these makes them 
words. Like "words." It's surely not "wo rds" to you, but "words." 


Take the following word: 
CANALICULUS 


and try to pronounce without reading through it very, very slowly...it 
took me a while to get there, and only when I sounded it out did it make 
sense. Now, when I see it, it's "canaliculus," a word which describes the 
kind of mussel that is used in the manufacture of Maggie's hip dysplasia 
medicine (Maggie is my 75 pound / 35 kg dog). 


I suspect that as we read, we scan across the word, taking in letters 
very quickly and looking fr a pattern match. If there IS no match, it 
gets cumbersome and laborious, and we have to SOUND it out. With 
practice, it becomes a part of the vocabulary, and becomes immediately 
decodable. The same is true, I suspect, with CW. 


As the letters fly in, the mind puts them through a pattern matching. For 
instance, I'd know the word "this" at 100 wom if I could separate the 
letters. I know for a fact that I know it at 60 wpm if I hear it. 


It's the act of building a vocabulary - either grabbing a word at a time 
or a half-word at a time, and then finishing the word off, that makes us 
able to do REALLY high-speed CW. It's those words I DON'T know (fluently) 
that make me hiccough...the more I listen, the better I get. 


...like to hear a few guys talking this morning about their airline pilot 
days, and the run from Spartanburg to Miami...I had to sound out 
Spartanburg a letter at a time, but after two times hearing it, it became 
contextual and thus easy to copy. 


It's really quite neat - the chance to examine yourself as you learn a new 
language, much as you learned English!

Scott -- 


It has taken me nearly thirty years to learn what you just explained in one 
short message. 


For years I struggled to overcome the wall I hit at 35 wom. Maybe struggled 
is too strong a word, because I guess I didn't try too hard since 35 wpm is 
good enough most of the time. Eventually, a few truths got through this 
thick head of mine, however. First, I would have to convert to head copy 
because I just cannot write faster than 35 wpm, nor can I copy to a keyboard 
any faster. Second, I had to stop listening to the letters go streaming by 
my ears. 


Once I figured these things out, I found that the 35 wpm wall is not as high 
as I once thought. Now, whenever I come across a QSO at 40 wpm or more, I 
stop and eavesdrop. I discovered that one doesn't copy characters at high 
speed, but whole words, just like you said. 


Because of that, the QSO takes on a whole new character (:-). It is much 
more conversational, and abbreviations are a hindrance instead of a help. 
In fact, abbreviations are like poor grammar in written communications. 
They force your mind to stop and decipher the intended meaning behind the 
incorrect words, and you lose time and the flow of the conversation. 


I'm still working on my word vocabulary, but I'm starting to feel a little 
more confident about jumping into a QSO at higher speed. 


Where were you thirty years ago when I needed to learn this lesson? 


On a similar thread, my seven-year-old daughter now has three morse code 
letters in her knowledge base. I've been subtly conditioning her with 
whistled morse, and she has started to make the connections. TI haven't 
explained the concept of dots and dashes or dits and dahs. I just make the 
whole character and tell her what it is. It's a game for her, and she 
thinks it's neat! 


Does anyone have any suggestions for training a young child in morse code?

The best type of tuner to use depends larely on the antenna(s) you plan to 
use. 


If your antenna(s) are single ended, such as 1/4 wl verticals, end-fed 
wires, inverted Ls, etc., then a network tuner, like the C-L-C Tee and its 
variants should work fine. 


If your antennas are balanced multi-band antennas, such as the 135', 102', 
or 67' center-fed doublets with parallel transmission line, then the best 
tuners are balanced, usually link-coupled ATUs, of which the Z-match is 
the most common QRP design. 


Single-ended network tuners using balun transformers at the output can be 
used with balanced lines, but may show losses on some bands, since the 
usual 4:1 balun transformer is not optimum for all impedances a multi-band 
doublet may present. 


For field use, the ultraminiature ATUs for QRP are fine--a compromise 
between tuner losses and carrying weight. For home use, if space permits, 
a larger tuner with higher Q coils and capacitors is better. 


This is a quick summary of a lot of considerations, and some folks will 
disagree with some points along the way. However, I hope it may be useful 
to you in your ATU selection. No brand names are given, so that you can 
pick your brand once you have set up your own needs and specifications.
